FIFTY YEARS OF 
DISESTABLISHMENT. 
” ' 


In “ Fifty Years of Disestablishment '' 
the Archdeacon of Killaloe has performed 
a work of real service to the Church, and 
has performed it admirably. A historical 
sketch such as this, covering a certain 
limited. and proximate period of time, is 
of undoub value. It is an advantage 
to the Church to possess written records 
of its past, and it is well that these records 
should be set down, in the first instance 
at least, by NS Siamsa or by men not 
remote from time and scene of action. 
What would we not give today for 
sketches similar to this of certain other 

riods in the history of the Irish Church Í 

ow: little we really know, by reason olf 
the lack of them, of the remarkable events 
and personalities of the sixteenth «and 
seventeenth centuries in Ireland ? 

Even famous events and notable nen of 
days quite close to our own lapse quickly 
into the limbo of the forgotten and re 
quire the rescuing hand of the historian. 
Already the Irish Church Act of 1869, por- 
tentous though it was felt to be at the 
time, excites but a faint ripple of interest 
in the younger generation, and the mighty 
men of those times are little more than 
names. The young generation sets its face 
to the future and is heedless of the past. 
It is well, however, that eager youth 
should be reminded of the men and move 


ments behind them; for history is rich, 


in salutary Jessons. In any case it is un- 
grateful to forget those from whose hand 
the torch has fallen. . 

It is one of the merits of Mr. Patton's 
volume that it abounds in biographical 
recollections of notable Churchmen, 
clerical and lay, accompanied in many 
cases by admirable gee omg _ Arch- 
deacon Patton does not claim for his book 
that it is other than a sketch; yet he 
manages to include in his reviews virtu- 
ally everything of moment affecting the 
interests of the Church in the fifty years 
since 1870. With swift, but sure, hand he 
deals with the early days of disestablish- 
ment—the financia] readjustments required 
to meet the new situation, the agitation 
over Prayer Book revision, controversies 
over questions of ritual, the Spanish 
bishopric question, Gladstonian Home 
Rule, the Divinity School question, the 
Church reform movement, and many other 
matters less exciting, but certainly not 
less important, that are incidental to the 
life of a great religious corporation. ' 

The. story is brought down to, and in- 
cludes, the years of the Great War and 
ends with 1920. The events of 1921 and 
1922 do not fall within the plan of the 
book, as the author notes w.t relief. 
What the effect upon the Church of Ire- 
land may be of the setting up of the Irish 
Free State and the Six County Parlia 
ment no man could forecast. There are 


-those who take a gloomy view, but-that 


surely is not justifiable. The story of the 
last fifty years should reassure Churchmen 
of the Church’s inherent vitality and 
manifold spiritual resources. State con- 
nection and support, especially in a 
country like Ireland, are accompanied by 
indabitable disadvantages, whereas. the 
Church that depends upon and evokes the 
loyalty and affection and generosity of its 
faithful! members is in every way healthier 
for the exercise of these virtues. 

Archdeacon Patton does not commit 
himself to a considered opinion of the 
effect of disestablishment and disendow- 
ment upon the Church. He does, indeed, 
refer to it once as a “ great Act of Spolia- 
tion’’; yet we are, perhaps, not wrong in 
concluding that his judgment would be 
that what looked like a disaster was, 'n 
truth, ultimately a blessing, through the 
fuller releasing of the Church’s spiritual 
enérgied and powers. The other leading 
Protestant Church in Ireland, the Presby- 
terian, suffered also by the Irish Church 
Act of 1869. The loss of the Reqium 
Donum involved a serious reduction in 
the incomes of Presbyterian ministers, but 
the deficiency was more than made good 
b;; Church members, and that Church is 
to-day in a stronger position in respect 
of resources and variety of enterprises at 
home and abroad,than at any previous 
time in its history. The like is true of 
the Church of Ireland Take but one 
illustration. Archdeacon Patton is un- 
able, for lack of space, to deal with the 
Church's foreign mission work, but he 
mentions that, whereas in 1871 missionary 
contributions amounted to £12,837, in 1921 
the sum contributed was £72,365. That is 
not only a remarkable increase ‘n 
liberality : it is a splendid evidence of life. 

Many readers of this book will welcome 
not least the appendices. The exposition 
of the financial system of the Church 
since disestablishment, extracted from an 
address delivered at the Kilmore Diocesan 
Synod in 1916 by the Right Rev. W. R 
Moore, D.D,, is one of the clearest state- 
ments that we have seen on this difficult 
subject. Mr. Maconchy contributes three 
valuable statements on the Representative 
Church Body, the Standing Committee of 
the General Synod, and glebes. Other 
appendices give lists of bishops, deans. 
professors, members of the R.C.B., etc., 
since 1870, and there is a full index. The 
format of the volume is very creditable to 
the University Press and, at the extremely 
moderate price of, five shillings, it ought 
to command-as it deserves—an extensive 
sale.

A CENTENARIAN’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

The descendants of Archdeacon Philpot 
have given us one of the most interesting 
autobiographies that we know. If any cne 
wishes to secure a sound grasp of rural life 
in England and the Isle of Man at the end 
of the eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth centuries, he ought to read, 
mark, learn and digest this acute piece of 
work. Hardly any side of -ife escapes the 
Archdeacon, vho was both a Cambridge 
man and a confirmed East Anglian. Not 
only is there an adequate setting forth of 
the life and work of the average villager, 
but there is also a lively narrative of the 
point of view of a clergyman who was—or 
rather, became—an ardent Evangelical. 

In the Archdeacon’s young days the 
public schoo] had not attained the promin- 
ence of our own time. The modern idea 
that it is incumbent on a gentleman's son 
to pess through a public schoo] had 
no existence before 1800. The Dons 
of Christ’s gave our undergraduate 
encouragement, with the result that 
he was bracketed 9th with four others 
in the Senior Optimes. A now long 
obsolete and curious, but then quite usual, 
custom, known as 
bracket,” was. exercised by Philpot. “I 
expected that none in the bracket had read 
the 11th Section of Newton or Cotes’s 
Spirals, so I exercised my privilege and 
reached the top place. 

As we re this autobiography, we 
are inclined to compare it with 
Gunning’s Memoirs. Extraordinary stories 
are told of the Master of the College. 
Dr.. Browne, a handsome, showy man 
and an egotist of great assurance. He was 
both Master and Bursar, ‘and his tenure 
of this dual office rendered it impossible 
to ascertain the financial balance of 
Christ’s. The Fellows ultimateiy appealed 
to.the Visitors oí the College, the supreme 
authority, and it was discovered that Dr. 
Browne’s accounts showed a defalcation of 
£1,300. Hereupon Browne was dismissed 
The College treated him te :deviy, think. 
ing, no doubt, of the effect of such a dis- 
closure unon outside opinion. He was not 
even called upon to refund the money. 
When his wife’s family sey him the living

. THE VIKINGS AND IRELAND. 

This book deals with an interesting, but 
comparatively little known, period of Irish 
history and will be a welcome addition to 
the scholar's library. The first authentic 
account of the Vikings’ appearance in Ire 
land was in A.D., when they 
plundered and burnt the church on Lam- 

y Island. For many a long year aíter- 
wards they harried and pillaged our 
ancient shrines, and at last they’ made 
good their footing in Dublin. They were 
attacked by the irish in many a bajtle; 
but eventually the Danes also invadeg the 
country, and im the middie of the ¢:nth 
century Dublin became the important seat 
f the Scandinavian kings of Ireland. 

A few peaceful years then intervened, 
broken early. ig the tenth century by 
further invasicoAs, when Sitric entered 
Dublin and became king in 918 A.D., con- 
solidating the Scandinavian power in the 
country. Varying fortunes afterwards be 
fell the provincial kings, who quarrelled 
with the kings of Dublin till Brian, King 
of Thomond, eventually became Ard-ri.in 
1002 A.D. and deposed Sitric,'son of the 
famous king of Dublin, Olaf Cuaran 
Sitric sought the aid of Sigurthr, a Viking 
whose fleet lay off. the Isle of Man. Then 
ensued the famous battle of Clontarf, 
when the Norsemen suffered a severe de- 
feat and Brian himself was slain. After 
this. the Norsemen ‘became absorbed into 
the general. population, except in the 
coast towns, where they were governed by 
petty kings until the English invasion in 
1169 A.D. So ended the Viking period, 
which had lasted for about 400 years. 

The Norsemen inter-married with the 
Irish, and we have to this day many a 
family name that dates back to the time 
of the Vikings. Though the invaders did 
terrible damage in their plundering forays, 
yet we owe to ti m much of the develop- 
ment of trade which took place at that 
time; and, as Mr. Walsh points out, the 
period of their occupation was one of the 
most interesting in the history of Ireland 
Literature and art reached their high- 
water mark in the ninth and tenth 
centuries; and the [Irish schools were 
known throughout Europe and were visited 
by most of-the best Continental scholars 
Irish monks travelled across the seas and 
visited the far North, as we know from the 
MSS. of th Irish monk Dicuil, who wrote 
circa 825 A.D. tie said that certain priests 
told him that in Iceland, in the summer 
solstice, the sun at night conceals itself 
behind a little mound, so that it is never 
nite dark; “but, whatsoever a man will 

o, even picking lice out of his shirt, he 
may do as though the sun were there,” 

The author notes the curious parallel 
between the Icelandic faculty for story- 
teHing- and that of the Irish, which, he 
rightly states, can hardly be without 
significance. He gives also an interestiny 
list of loan words from Old Norse in 
Irish, and another of Gaelic words in Old 
Norse literature. There is a chapter on 
“Literary Influence” and another on 
“Vikings and the Celtic Church ” -both 
large subjects which have been consider- 
ably condensed, to our regret. We hope 
that this excellent little book may prove 
only a forerunner to a larger and- more 
exhaustive work. The notes and biblio- 
graphy show in how wide a sea Mr. Walsh

SIR ARTHUR PEARSON. 

The greatest accomplishment of Sir 
Arthur Pearson’s life was not the founda- 
tion of Pearson's Weekly, but the found- 
ing of St. Dunstan’s Hostel for sailors 
and soldiers who were blinded in the 
Great War. There was another »hilan- 
thropic activity which owed its inception 
to Arthur Pearson—mamely, the Fresh Air 
Fund; but St. Dunstan’s is his title to 
the gratitude of the nation and to fame. 
His journalistic enterprises, though they 
yielded him wealth, hardly would count 
for much in the assessing of a man’s value 
to the Commonwealth. Pearson, like 
Lord Northcliffe, came out of the Jit-Bits 
school, and, like him, held fast by the 
working idea of that journal—the furnish- 
ing of highly riach snippets of informa- 
tion to the millions of readers who will 
not look at more solid food. It is a way 
of educating Demos that we cannot ad nire. 

Sir Arthur Pearson's interest in the 
blind began, very naturally, with his own 
loss of sight. In 1913 he was told that 
he would soon be blind, and with 
charactéristic energy he at once gave him- 
self to work on behalf of fellow-sufferers 
through the medium of the Nationa] Insti- 
tute for the Blind. His great inspiration 
was St. Dunstan’s, the working idea of 
which is that it is not a hospital or home, 
but an institute where blinded men may 
learn useful trades and occupations. 
Pearson judged rightly that for such men 
to become helpless dependents on their 
relatives or on public charity meant de- 
moralisation of Mis and unhappiness 
in at least the majority of cases. His aim 
was, therefore, to put into the mens 
hands the means of independence and, 
through useful activity, the means of happi- 
ness. This is the great merit of St 
Dunstan's: it has put heart and hope 
into,men on whom one of the greatest 
calamities has fallen. 

Pearson refused to be invalided by blind. 
ness. Thus to a blinded man who had 
become despondent, he said: “There is 
much that we cannot see. There is one 
thing we will not see if we can help it, and 
that is the gloomy side of our lives.’ 
Under the influence of this wholésome 
— St. Dunstan's became one of the 
cheeriest and busiest houses. in London. 

Sir Arthur Pearson met his death im 
December, 1921, through an accident; but 
we need not regard such a death as tragic 
or untimely. He had done a full day’s 
work. No malevolence of man or of fate 
cut short his life. The accident of 
slipping in the bathroom and _ falling 
stunned into the water could not be said 
to be due to his blindness; for such an 
accident might happen to a sighted person. 
It was characteristic of him to’ have his 
bath without assistance; for he erred 
to do everything for himself, and to live 
a life as normal as possible. He would 
have said that it is better to take risks and 
to preserve one’s spirit of independence 
and courage than to avoid them and sink 
into semi-invalidism. This, indeed, is the 
outstanding lesson of Sir Arthur Pearson 's 
life. Courage and cheerfulness are prime 
virtues of the highest practical moment to 
richt living

of a mere fishing logger. With a crew of 
five men, thie little fishing lugger stole 
from her Cornish‘ haven—but not to shoot 
and haul her nets. Penzance, her home, 
had fallen on hard times; and the deep- 
sea toilers had heard of a better land on 
the other side of the world. So they sailed 
Away. The lugger put six thotsand miles 
of North and South Atlantic between her- 
self and the English Channel. ‘Then, 
early one morning, a port official who was 
walking on the beach of Cape Town was 
startled by what he took for an apparition. 
He saw a craft high and dry, being 
cleaned by bronzed, bearded, big-booted 
men. “Hallo, my lads,” exclaimed the 
official at last, “ where do you come from ?’’ 
“Cornwall,” replied the bilge-scrubbers 
as unemotionally as if they had said, 
“ Just round the corner.’’ The astonished 
official puiled himself together enough to 
inguire further. “And where are you 
going?” “To Australia,” the lugger-men 
told him, and te the land of the Southern 
Cross they went. 

This story is, we think, sufficient to show 
that we are dealing with a book which 
has much out-of-the-way information to 
give, and information put in a fashion 
which attracts the reader. ‘Ve hear much 
of luggers, long-boomers and the like. We 
hear.of Channe! waters and of smugglers— 
folk who are likely to make a re-appear- 
ance in the Ireland of eur own day, if 
there are different fiscal arrangements in 
the North and in the South. We hear 
also of Brighton as a fishing port in the 
days long before it became a fashionable 
seaside resort, and we hear of the Good- 
wins and the Downs in the great old days. 
We cannot end our notice without paying 
special praise to the twenty woodcuts by 
Mr. C. A. Wilkinson. The whole twenty 
are fine, but we are specially struck with 
those showing Cornish Inggers, the Ply- 
mouth long-boomer, the Plymouth hooker, 
the fishing smack of the early nineteenth 
century, the Deal lugger and galley punt, 
the Thames barge and hatch-boats, and the 
Whitstable oyster boat. These woodcuts 
are a joy to behold.

_PRIMITIVE MAN, 

It is with pleasure that we recommend 
darjorie and C. H. B..Quennell’s two 
little books on prehistoric man. “The first 
treated of palwolithic times. That which 
is now published deals with the men of 
the New Stone Age and the Bronze and 
Iron Ages. The books have been written 
for boys and girls; but people of maturer 
years who are not archeological experts 
will find them very useful, indeed. They 
are a real attempt to make primitive man 
live before us. 

The authors have made free use of the 
pencil and have illustrated the text with 
numerous drawings of primitive man him- 
self, his dwellings, his clothing, his crafts 
and tools,.his art Mand ornaments, his 
weapons, his monuments and tombs. In 
reconstructing this remote period they 
have necessarily used their imagination to 
some extent, aided by what is known of 
the life of primitive races still surviving 
in Africa and Australia. Yet the abundant 
remains of the early inhabitants of Britain 
and Europe, now deposited in museums, 
reduce greatly the margin of error, and 
furnish 4 fairly trustworthy indication ot 
the civilisation of prehistoric times. One 
thing—and that of highest importance— 
they cannot do. These remains give almost 
no clue to the religious beliefs and prac- 
tices, the moral code, the social order 
and the speech of our _ prehistoric 
ancestors. Their civilisation on its 
material side—a side which in the Neolithic 
and subsequent ages had passed far beyond 
the savage condition—we can envisage with 
some sabe ‘to truth. Of its inner 
spiritual quality we know almost nothing.

fitmesses told how Peter took cartridges 
out of the revolver earlier in the evening when 
requested, and Peter told the jury that he did 
not know that one cartridge had. been left 
behind. 

The Coroner said that he believed that the 
man spoke the truth, and the jury returned a 
verdict of death from misadventure. 

After the inquest Peter was brought up at 
the»Police Court, and the charge against him 
was withdrawn, but he was remanded on bail 
on charges under the Firearms Act.

In the course of yesterday afternoon M. 
Poincaré presentéd what amounted to an 
ultimatum to his colleagues, Mr. Bonar 
Law recognised then that no usefal par- 
pose could be served by a prolongation 
of sterile arguments. He told M. Poin- 
caré that His Majesty’s Government had 
given the “most earnest consideration to 
the French proposals’’ and had céme to 


| the definite conclusion that those pro- 


posals, if carried into effect, “ would not 
only fail to attain the desired results, 
but would be likely to have a grave, and 
even disastrous, effect upon the economic 
situation in Europe.” For these reasons, 
therefore, Mr, Bonar Law announced that 
His Majesty’s Government could have 
nothing to do with the French proposals. 
The Conference ended. Both Mr. Bonar 
Law and M, Poincaré issued statements 
explaining the cause of its collapse, and 
the British Prime Minister will arrive 
back in London to-day. A meeting of the 
British Cabinet will be held at the earliest 
possible moment to consider the extremely 
serious turn of events, and in the mean- 
while the French Premier will continue to 
discuss his plans with the representatives 
of Italy and Belgium, who seem to havo 
given their approval to his point of view. 
Since July, 1914, a more dangerous 
situation has not confronted Europe. The 


|} real issue har been knit at last, and on 


the decisions of the next ten days the 
fate of a Continent may depend, 

The essential difference between the 
British and French points of view is two- 
fold. In the first place, the British 
Government, realising the {jutility of 
trying to collect unpayable sums from 
Germany, proposed that the German debt 
should be fixed definiiely at £2,500,000,000, 
payable within ‘thirty-two years. The 
French, on the other hand, insisted that 
the demand of the London Agreement— 
namely, £6,600,000,000—should be main- 
tained. In order to compensate France 
for the loss which she would sustain by 
acceptance of the British proposal, Mr. 
Bonar Law offered to cancel the French 
debt of some £600,000,000 to Britain, on 
the sole condition that Britain should 
retain the sum in gold which was de 
posited by France in the Bank of Eng- 
land during the war. M. Poincaré, how- 
ever, would not hear of this suggestion. 
The second point of difference concerns 
guarantees. Th: British plan made pro- 
vision for the application of certain 
sanctions—military and economic—in the 
event of Germany’s default. M. Poincaré 
insists that these sanctions shall he 
applied immediately as “guarantees ' 
against such default. Here again the gap 
was impossible to bridge. At the moment 
the deadlock seems to be absolute. The 
statesmanship of Europe has succumbed 
to its greatest test. 

What will happen now? The French 
plans are fully prepared. On the 15th of 
January a German payment of £25,000,000 
will fall due and almost certainly wil’ 
not be made. France then will send an 
ultimatum to Berlin informing the German 
Government that she proposes to seize 
certain “ guarantees" unless within ten 
days the payment of. the indemnity 
instalment is completed. If, when the 
time-limit has elapsed, Germany is still 
in default, Marshal Foch’s scheme for the 
Occupation of Essen, Bochum, and dis- 


are not secure in the Free State, nothing 
can be thought secure, Money will be 
driven out of the country, and the streams 
of British and American capital for which 
the nation’s needs soon will begin to 
clamour will be frozen at their source. 
The Government still may retrieve its 
mistake, Yesterday the Great Southern 
‘Railway Company changed its mind and 
decided to make a desperate effort to 
“carryon.”’ It refuses, we may believe, even 
to seem to sanction a calamitous breach of 
faith with its stockholders. It will con- 
tinue to pay the present wages, but, no 
doubt, it must dismiss many servants and 
make other economies ; for it cannot afford 
to lose money at the rate of £10,000 a 
week. A crisis cannot be postponed and 
the whole issue will come again before 
Parliament during the next few days. If 
the Government decides to take contro] of 
the Great Southern Railway, with or with- 
out the Company’s consent, it ought to 
realise that every consideration of states- 
manship and public morality demands fair 
treatment for the stockholders,

To see the world for ourselves 
is. the universal dream; but, travel we 
ever so fast and furiously, we can set foot 
upon only an infinitesimal fraction of a 
whole. While we are jolting in uncom- 
fortable trains and quarrelling with 
Customs officials and hotel-keepers, the 
philosophical reader, in the comfortable 
armchair by his own fireside, can see a 
city in an hour and traverse a continent 
between supper and bed-time. The winged 
feet of adventure are priceless possessiors 
in youth, and—when the wings are spread 
by a 2,000-ton schooner, fitted with all 
the modern conveniences—even in middle 
age. Nevertheless, the far-travelling brain 
is better still, since its voyages last not 
ten months, but for a life-time.

In meeting the French objections as to 
the inadequacy of the sum proposed as 
the total of German indebtedness, he said 
thet the British Government would be 
willing to refer to a committee of interna- 
tional bankers, which might, or might 
not, be the same as that which had met 
in Paris last year, the decision as to what 
that sum should be, having in view simply 
ihe practicability of floating an interna- 
tional loan for the mobilisation of German 
credit. 

M. Poincare replied, in effect, that this 
would be to submit the national interests 
of France to a foreign body, and that Fe 
‘could not accept such a proposal. 

Following Mr, Bonar Law, the Marquis 
Della Toretta made a short speech, in 
which, contrary to what had been ex- 
pectel in some French quarters, he de- 
clared the British plan unacceptable, 


ESSENTIAL DIFFERENCES. 


Finally M. Poincaré said the discussions 
of the past three days had left untouched 
the essential difference between the 
British and French proposals, and that it 
had become necessary to decide whether 
the French plan was to be accepted. 

He suggested the adjournment until 
half-past five, and this was agreed upon, 
but the circumstances left no hope that 
the resumed proceedings would be any- 
thing but formal, and when the delegates 
appeared again at 6.50 it was only to coa- 
firm the news that the Conference had 
been definitely abandoned. 

A special messenger with urgent de- 
peg from Mr. Bonar Law left Je 
Sourget Aerodrome for London at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, but the aeroplane 
broke down after flying a few miles, and 
the report was sent to London by tele- 
vhone.

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FRENCH ULTIMATUM, 


WHY THE CONFERENCE CAME 
TO AN END, 
——— 


From Ovr Dretomaric Contesronvenr. 


i ; PARIS, Thursday. 

The Paris Conference ended soon after half- 
past six this evening, and Mr. Bonar Law 
and his party leave for London at mid-day 
to-morrow, 

The delegates had adjourned for separate 
consultations for an hour, and as a result, the 
final split was based on two brief, but care- 
fully prepared statements—one bv Mr. Bonar 
Law and one M. Poincaré. The 
latter statement turned out to be the closing 
words of the Conference. 

_ Despite the conclusion, or lack of conclu- 
sion, reached, Mr. Bonar Law, sneaking’ of 
the proceedings later in the evening, described 
them as uniformly cordial, and I have inde- 
pendent evidence that this was so 

Nevertheless, there was no entire agreement 
as to the actual ground of differences between 
the two dplegations, M. Poincaré basing the 
separationton a divergence of view as between 
@ moratorium with pledges and a moratorium 
without, while Mr. Bonar Law insisted that 
the alternatives in the mind of the British 
delegation were not at al] as between different 
kinds of pledges, but as to whether the 
amount Germany was required to pay in the 
years immediately ahead were or were not so 
great as to make any German recovery im- 
possible. 

On that point he repeated what he had said 
the day fore as to the conclusion the 
British delegation had reached af*er the clue 
examination of the French plan—that the 
demands embodied in it meant a payment by 
Germany in the first year of the so-called 
moratorium period of at least £80,000,000— 
that is a pees deal more -than the 2,000 
milliards of paper marks at which I put it 
yesterday. 

Under these conditions no recovery of Ger- 
many, much less any externa] loan, seemed 
possible. 

To put the matter plainly, the Conference 
broke on an ultimatum. from the French. 

M. Poincaré opened this afternoon’s dis- 
cussion by declaring that if there were in- 
superable differences in principle between the 
two delegations, nothing was to be gained by 
attempting to reach compromises, which, 
everyone knew, would be unreal. . 
_ I” eaid Mr. Bonar Law, describing the 
incident “later, “ was, and am, of the same 
opinion.” 

M. Poincaré, however, added that the 
ditch, not merely between the French Delega- 
tion and Government and the British, but 
between the French people and the British, in 
this matter was such as to make it impossible 
for France to be the party to cross it. 

The ‘only hope, therefore, was that the 
British should make the effort successfully. 
That statement of the ‘sittation ill servé as 
well as any other. i 

The ditch was there, and the British could 
no more cross it than the French. Nothing 
more remains to be said of this afternoon's 
sitting, except that a statement was read by 
the Marquis Della Toretta, which ranged 
Italy broadly on the side of: France, largely 
on the ground of her interests in “C’’ Bonda 
and in coal deliveries. 

So the first comprehensive attempt to settle 
the reparations problem reasonably ended. 

To find some etop-gap formula would not 
have been at all impossible. 

Mr. Hughes's proposal might have provided 
a basis. So might the Belgian suggestion of an 
agreement merely on moratorium terms. Or the 
Italians might have acted as intermediaries, 
and invented some plan, which both- M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Bonar Law could accept. 

But the British Premier wag evidently of 
opinion that more harm than good! is done 
by such makeshifts. 

He brought forward a plan providing for a 
general and permanent settlement, and he 
seemed disposed to say, with the fullest 
courtesy, that the French must either take it 
or leave it—slways, of course, with the 
reservation that, in all its details, it was 
essentially open to discussion and revision. 

Curiously enough, and yet quite intelligibly, 
German opinion, so far as there is any 
opportunity of gauging it here--and one or 
two Germans of some importance are in Paris 
at the moment—runs along the same lines. 

Precisely the same words were used to me 
this morning, amid the mud of a Paris winter, 
ae I heard used thirty months ago in summer 
sunshine at Spa— 

“Well, after all, the best thing is for 
them too into the Rubr and see what comes 
of it.” 

The trouble about that, of course, is that 
France cannot go into the Ruhr and yet come 
back later on to the situation existing now. 


BRITISH VIEW. 
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MR. BONAR LAW’S STATEMENT 

Speaking to the British and American repre- 
lies Mr. Bonar Law said that the 
difference was simply whether the steps to be 
taken will, or will not, prevent the recovery 
of German credit. 

* Our view, all through clearly stated, has 
been that there are two methods of dealing 
with this question. One is to seize from 
your debtor whatever is within your reach, 
and the other is to consider in anything you

SYMPTOMS OF STRANGE} 
MALADY. 


What is the mysterious malady from which 
great numbers of people are suffering, and 
which is described as influenza? 

The low death rate among affected persons 
leads a Medical Correspondent of The Times 
to doubt whether the disease is influenza. 

There is thus nothing in the official figures, 
he says, to support the idea that the present 
epidemic deserves the name it is generally 
receiving—"‘ influenza.’’ It is an affliction of 
a péculiar kind. The symptoms vary con- 
siderably, and no two cases appear to be 
similar in every respect. Yet the outstanding 
features are pain of the ‘“nheuralgic “” type, a 
tendency to giddiness, and loss of appetite. 

The history of what may be regarded as 
an ‘“‘average”’ attack is as followa:—The 
patient feels unwell in the sense that he loses 
8 desire for food, and is conscious of a sense 
of sickness, which as a rule is not at first very 
marked. If he happens to be sitting in & hot 
room he may feel faint or giddy, and in anuni- 
ber of cases there have been fainting fits. 

‘There follows very often a headache of a 
severe kind. ‘‘ Shooting ’’ neuralgic pains in 
other parts of the body, notably in the legs, 
are common. Some patients now become 
very much excited, and may even grow de- 
lirious. Others appear to be greatly de- 
ressed. But in most cases the mental state 
is affected in one or other direction, either 
“no” or “down.” i 

The temperature tends to rise, sweatings 
occur, aches of various muscles are ex- 
perienced. Then the attack gradually sub- 
sides, leaving behind it a sense of being

HAULBOWLINE IN DANGER

The inhabitants of Queenstown are some- 
what alarmed by the persistent rumours con- 
cerning the closing of Haulbowline as a 
dockyard on March ól, The immediate result 
of a decision of this nature would be the 
throwing idle of 450 hands, most of whom 
are established men of long service and natives 
of the district. ; 

About twelve months ago the Admiralty, 
in accordance with the terms of the Treaty, 
were about to hand over the dockyard and 
plant to the Provisional Government, but 
as the result of negotiations there was a 
temporary arrangement, by which Haulbow- 
line was continued as a dock-repairing place, 
and the Admiralty agreed to send there once 
a month a destroyer or other small naval! ship 
for overhaul, In addition, arrangements were 
carried out with Messrs. Furness Withy, 
the proprietors of the Passage aud Rushbrooke 
Docks, by which if a ship came to the harbour 
for repairs while the Passage or Rushbrooke 
Yards were occupied facilities would be given 
at Haulbowline for the work to be carried out 
by Furness Withy’s staff. -

Professor Foerster, the foremost brain 
specialist of Germany, who was called to 
Moscow urgently a fortnight back, has arrived 
in Riga en rose to Berlin. 

He was unwilling to grant an interview, but 
answering a question as to his patient’s con- 
dition, replied: ** It's the same trouble.” 

Russian physicians, he said, are discussing 
the advisability of issuing a daily bulletin re 
garding the patient's condition. 

Moscow political circles are busy speculating 
whether Lenin will succeed by a 
Triumvirate, or by a Directorate of Five. 

It is also stated that the reason for the third 
most dangerous attack was because Lenin dis- 
obeyed the doctor’s orders, plunging into work 
before ho was entirely cured. 

All inquiries made in Moscow regarding 
Lenin’s condition are referred by the Russian 
apecialists to Berlin. It is reported that 
Lenin’s collapse is the reason for the sudden 
adjournment of the All-Russian Congress of 
Soviets, which recently closed with only half 
of its programme completed. 

A Reuter essage-from Berlin adds that Pro- 
fessor Klemperer, the specialist in” internal 
diseases, has again been summoned to Moscow. 
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THE PEACE EFFORTS. 


NO NEW DEVELOPMENT. 

So far as could be ascertained, no new 
developments took place yesterday in regard 
to the peace movements which are generally 
reported to be afoot. There is every reason 
to believe, however, that certain anti-Treaty 
leaders have been approached by persons who 
are anxious to bring about a truce as soon a3 
possible. i 

Senator P. W. Kenny, a member of the 
Waterford Corporation, stated at a meeting of 
that body on Wednedtiay that “forces were 
at work for peace quietly, which was the 

roper way of going about obtaining peace.” 
He added that when they had extreme ferces 
of the sort existing at present in the country 
it would almost be impossible to hope for com- 
promise or reconciliation “in the limelight.”

CONFERENCE ENDED. , 


GRAVE DECISION OF. 
FRANCE, 


— 


“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


For two. reasons public opinion in this 
country will be deeply distressed by the result 
of the Conference. In the first place, the 
hope at last held out of a reasonable solution 
of the reparations problem through the pro- 
duction of a comprehensive British plan is 
foiled, and the immediate future of Europe is 
plunged once more into uncertainty. We 
insist on the essential reasonableness of the 
British plan. It.is based on sound sense and 
on an acute apprehension of the realities of 
the situation. Its adoption, even in a modi- 
fied form, would have meant a graduel return 
of Europe to sanity. It has been flatly re- 
jected without any very serious consideration. 

{t was an economic scheme for raising large 
sums of money from Germany. It bas bees 
rejected fh favour of plans for raising small 
symsa immediately by separate action and by 
means that are calculated very seriously to 
retard the recovery of Europe that had just 
begun to eeem possible. In the second place, 
we are deeply concerned by the risks which 
France has taken upon herself. We cannot 
fully understand the motives that impel the 
French to take this grave decision. We may 
recognise that in the past the British Govern- 
ment has failed in its duty. The Coalition 
Government should have done long ago what 
Mr. Bonar Law has done now. If the British 
yiew on reparations had been made 
plain to the French at any earlier 
stage, it -may be that they. would have 
been saved from many disappointments and 
illusions, and would have faced, before suc- 
cumbing to the temptation of narrow and 
desperate counsels,the necessity of. accepting 
@ reasonable financial policy in connection 
with this central problem of reparations. 
The whole fabric of the peace is in grave 
danger. 

As to the position of France, herself, we 
cannot but regard it with great anxiety. 
France has had Great Britain as an active 
friend, and she could not but have benefited 
from the increasing interest the United States 
have lately shown in the distress of Evrope. 
Now she has chosen to plunge into the Euro- 
pean confusion alone by methods of which 
we cannot approve. In this confusion France 
has no tried and active friends. Germans, 
Turks, and Bolshevists are not the friends of 
France. She is venturing alone smong 
enemies. The position of Great Britain must 
be one of calm restraint—our representatives 
have done their best to avoid a rupture. We 
can do nothing farther now that we have 
come to the parting of the ways. It must 
be the chief concern of the British Govern- 
ment to protect British interests so far as may 
be during the ery difficult period that lies 
before us. 

We may still hope that French policy, in 
spite of all that has happened, will not take 
a course too widely separated from our own. 
But, whatever happens, the British nation 
must find strength in itself to accomplish its 
own task of recovery.

THE SENATE RESOLUTION. 


Lhe T'imea Correspondent at Washington 
states, in a message yesterday :—From the 
Executive branch of the American Govern- 
ment no hint is forthcoming of any intention, 
in the present reparations crisis, td move 
beyond the informal “feelers” already made 
and the positive suggestion contained in the 
Secretary of State’s recent speech at Nev 
Haven, that a body of eminent international 
financiers should be created for the examina- 
tion of Germany’s capacity to pay. . Mr. 
Ambassador Harvey has had long conferences 
with the President and Mr. Hughes, in which 
it ie understood he has reported at length on 
conditions in Europe; but if, out of these con- 
ferences, and for other reasons, a decision to 
act constructively is to emerge, there is as 
yet nothing to indicate it. 

It is otherwise in the Senate, however. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Robinson, Democrat, 
of Arkansas, offered a joint resolution provid- 
ing for the appointment of an American mem- 
ber on the Reparation Commission, as 
originally - authorised by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, and from this action consequences may 
flow, whose importance cannot yet be esti-- 
mated.

FUNDING COMMISSION IN NEW 
YORK, 

The Times Correspondent at New York 
sends news of the arrival of the British Debt

PHAROAH’S LINEN. 


The Times Correspondent at Luxor 
telegraphed yesterday :—A white bor, with a 
trelliswork base, which was removed a few 
days’ ago from Tutankhamen’s ante-chamber, 
has since then almost completely absorbed 
the attention of Messrs. Lucas and Mace. In 
the box were found shawls and underlinen— 
namely, shirts and loincloths—which required 
skilful handling and impregnetion with a 
chemical solution. Below were sticks, ‘wooden 
cubit measures, a mace and arrows. The 
heads of the arrows are missing, the robbers 
having evidently broken them off. ‘It was 
these arrows which the other day I saw 
Messrs. Lucas and Mace treating for the 
preservation of their feathers outside the 
tomb of Seti Il One of the sticks had a 
crozier-like end, formed of two inter-laced 
figures—one Asiatic and one African—finely 
carved. The other sticks are covered with 
delicate designs in bark.

MUST BE FACED SQUARELY

Keferring to the Government: scherne

As the train pulled up, 
the driver, together with his fireman, were 
ordered off the locomotive, and the fireman 
was despatched for the guard, who was at 
the rear of the train. 

Some distance in front of the point at 
which the train had been stopped, a rail had 
been lifted, and another raised and set 
towards the embankment. It is believed 
that the intention of the raiders was to re- 
verse the engine and drive the train into 
Dundalk Station, thus blocking the system 
there. This plan was not carried out. In- 
stead, a portiop of the wagons was dashed 
into the section of line where the rail had 
been lifted, and tne road thereby blocked. 

Steam was got up on the engine, and this, 
together with five wagons, was sent across the 
embankment The engine toppled over the 
embankmént and fell into a field, bottom up- 
wards. Near it were severa) barrels of stout, 
the contents of the first wagons, which were 
also sent across the embankment, 

When the line had been blocked and the 
engine put out of action, the raiders started 
a fire. .Two wagons containing straw were 
used for this purpose. An attempt to do 
greater damage failed. Straw was lighted 
underne ‘h a petrol tank which was carried on 
the train. ‘This, however, failed to explode; 
otherwise the 47 wagons which composed the 
train would have been burned. 

On receipt of the news at Dundalk a break- 
down gang was sent out, and it is expected 
that the line will be clear for traffic this 
morning. The embankment over which the 
engine and four wagons were driven is 12 feet 
high.

MANSION FIRED. 


Damage, estimated at £1,500, was caused 
by the fire at Macmine Junction, Dublin and 
South-Eastern Railway.

I feel that the 
matter is such a serious one that an ap eal 
should be made to the trades union leaders, 
and to the firms concerned, to compose their 
differences, in order that Dublin may take 
its place as a shipbuilding and ship-repairing 
centre.

THE UNEMPLOYMENT GRANT. 


Continuing, Senator Moran said—Two years 
agu 1 found that there was ear-marked for this 
country some £280.000 under “Lord St. 

I 
found that only local authorities were able to 
benefit under it, and I found that Ulster was 
the only portion of Ireland that derived any 
benefit from it, owing to the fact that the 
local authorities in Suuthern Ireland would 
not comply with the conditions as to audit. 
supervision, etc 

Realising this, I set to work, and, thanks to 
the efforts of Sir Henry Robinson and the 
Right Hon. H. G. Burgess—who was a mem- 
ber of Lord St. Davids’ Committee—the scope 
of the bill was widened so as to include har- 
bour authorities. Having got this done, | 
succeeded in getting the Port Board to under- 
take the work in question, so long as the 60 
per cent. of the wages bill was forthcoming 
from Lord St. Davids’ Committee, or from any 
other suurce. Without that grant the Board 
would have been mad to enter upon the 
scheme—considering the high cost of material 
and labour. The grant, as you are aware, had 
evased for some time; the Board carried on in 
the hope that a way out could be found by 
which the Board would receive for a limited 
period 55 per cent of the wages bill under cer- 
tain conditions. However, these conditions 
would not be agreed to by the Labour leader 
consulted. The Board were, therefore, com- 
nye to part with a large number of the men, 

ut are stil] retaining a considerable number 
of their temporary men, and paying their fuil 
wages out of the funds of the Board. 

These are the facts, and, considering that 
none of these men would have been em loyed 
were it not for the fact that I succeeded in 
my efforts, J feel that thanks, instead of 

reate, would have been a more suitable re- 
ward for my effort on their behalf. I am not 
without hope that I may still succeed in ob- 
taining a grant to carry the works to com. 
pletion; but I want to say, here and now

TO THE EDLIOR OF THE L4iSsH TIMES. | 

Smr,—I have just read the letter from the 
Rev. Dr, Coffey in your issue of the órd inst., 
and your striking leader in reference t it. 
I cannot refrain from some expression ol 
gratitude for these timely and outspoken ut- 
terances. ‘Iwo statementa—one from tiie 
letter and the other from the editorial—are 
danger signals so lurid that it is criminal 
negligence to ignore them. 1 repeat these 
statements :—‘* Only the wiliully blind can- 
not, or will not, see that during the past year 
excessive drinking has gravely demoralised 
the nation. It has grown far beyond the 
power of temperance reformers to cope with. 
ihe nation must deal with 1 or go down in 
disgrace and dishonour.” “ If it (the liquor 
tratlic) is neither mended nor ended, it is likely 
to make an end of the Free State.” 

I do not believe much in “ mending,” being 
an unrepentant abolitionist, 1 cannot help 
seeing tat a trade which is responsible for 
more loss of self-control than any other, or 
all the others put together, can never be effec- 
tively controlled itself. At the same time, |! 
am not so fanatical as to expect this 
“counsel of perfection’’ to be fulhiled in a 
day, and shall welcome every intervening 
step on the journey towards the goal. Public 
opinion only can give a Government the war- 
rant for drastic measures such as prohibition, 
and without public opinion behind it no legis- 
lation of the kind has a chance of success. 

Alas! 1 fear that public opinion on this 
whole question is woefully unenlightened in 
this Free State of ours. There is need for 
more than the perfunctory teaching of tem- * 
perance principles in the schools, occasional | 
references from the pulpits, and spasmodic 
platform efforts, if an intelligent mandate is 
t An infensive tem- 
perance campaign is demanded in face of the 
menace of the present hour. We have no 
certain indication yet,‘so far as I am aware, 
of the attitude of the new Irish Government 
towards temperance reform, and I cm eagerly 
looking for some sign from that direction. 
Theirs is a Herculean task no doubt: but 
the drink peril-is not a meré bagatelle to 
be set aside for a more convenient season 
[t is a vampire sucking the very life blood of 
the nation.

pROBLEM OF ASYLUM FINANCE 

ir. John Rooney asked the Minister for 

Local Government what legislation the Go- 
-erpment proposed to introduce to increase 
the capitation grant to mental hospitals; 
whether he was aware that during the British 
éoime strong representations were made by 
conferences of the governors of these institu- 
tions 10 secure increases in the grants, which 
were fixed at a time when the cost of up- 
keep was considerably lower, and, even then, 
the grants were entirely inadequate; whether 
he was aware that most of the institutions 
referred to were at present in a serious finan- 
cial position ; and whether the Government 
proposed immediately to do something to 
relieve the position of those very necessary 
and humane institutions, 

Mr. Blythe said that the rate of the capi- 
tation grant to mental hospitals was relevant 
(> a future revised basis of allocation of 
grants in aid of local taxation, which would 
become necessary by reason of reforms in 
local admunistration, and the position of the 
mental hospitals would receive careful con- 
sideration 
informed that representations were 
frequentls made to the British authorities 
urging the imadequacy of the capitation 
grant The financial position of som the 
mental hospitals Was undoubtedly ious. 
This arose mainly trom non-payment of rates, 
a cause which, it was hoped, would shortly 
be removed by the steps to be taken against 
the defaulting ratepayers. 

A STATE BANK. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson asked the Minister 
for Finance whether he was aware that the 
Commonwealth Bank of Australia was estab- 
lished by Act of the Australian Parliament 
in 1911 as a State Banking Institution, and 
if it was correct to say that, while the 
suthorised capital of this bank was 
£10,000,000, it had not been found necessary 
ta call up any capital whatever, though at 
the end of December, 1921, the accumulated 
profits stood at £3,792,000; and if he would 
cause inguiries to be made from the Govern- 
ment of the Commonwealth of Australia re- 
specting this Bank and its work in financing 
beth State, Municipal, and other public 
works, also private industry and commerce,

AMNESTY BILL.

ceading of the Amnesty (British Military) 
Bill. é : 
President Cosgrave, in moving the second 
.ading, said that the Government expected 
‘hat the Dail would agree that it was not go 
much the terms of the measure in a case such 
as that, but rather the meaning that they 
attached to a proposal of that sort, which 
really mattered. , 

That bill. was for the purpose of indemnify- 
ing persons who supported the British Govern- 
ment in the last few years in carrying out 
orders, or seeing that ordera wére carried out, 
or who were in any sense responsible for acts 
that might be the subject of legal proceeding. 

The terms of the proclamation of the late 
Commander-in-Chief were a little bit wider 
than what was proposed in the bill, but it was 
the spirit of the proclamation that he wished 
to see carried out in yee. every citizen to 
assist and support the underlying principle 
embodied in a proclamation of that sort. 

That was a cold, legal form of Amnesty 
Rill, and simply ensured persons who had 
been engaged on the British side from any 
actions at law 

“T am glad,” declared the President, “' to 
be able to announce the release of the Con- 
nauzht Rangers. (Hear, hear.) That is an 
act. of good-will on the part of the British 
Government which will tend to efface bitter 
memories. We feel that, in ordering the 
release. the British Government has acted in 
a spirit of good-will towards us, the Irish 

copie. , 

Mr. Cathal O’Shannon said that, while 
efiering no particular objection to the prin- 
ciple of the bill and not much. perhaps, to the 
details, he would be glad to hear if there wae 
a likelihood of some other persons stillin British 
custody being released. There was the case of 
Dowling, the man who landed in the County 
Char There was also a number of citizens 
of the Free State in the custody of the Belfast 
fgovernment. 

One, at all events, to his own knowledge, 
was undergoing a very long sentence of penal 
servitude, which was altogether out of propor- 
tion to any offence which he might have com- 
mitted.

CAMEL AND GNAT. 


He could not believe that either the British 
Government or the British military authorities, 
having swallowed what must have seemed to 
them a camel, in releasing these Connaught 
Rangers, would strain at comparatively a 
gnat, in releasing this poor man, who had 
served four or five years in prison, and whose 
offence, and it was an offence jn the eyes of 
the British Government, arose from the cir- 
cumstances of the struggle of the last four or 
five years. 

The sailor, Bernard Maher, was, of course, 
a sailor in the British Navy—on H.M.S. 
Resolution, he theught—who was home on 
leave, and used his influence, or attempted 
to use the inftuence which he imagined he 
possessed, with a soldier to induce him to 
sell] his arms to the local I.R.A. He did not 
succeed. 

The soldier informed on him, and he was 
tried by courtmartial and sentenced. Cer- 
tainly that did not seem to be a case so 
“xt that the British Government would 

ave grounds for claiming that it would not 
come within the circle of a general amnesty, 
and he was sure that the release of 
Maher and Dowling, and the three men 
in Scotland, whose cases *were considered 
doubtful, but had since been inquired into, 
would follow rapidly the release of the Con- 
naught Rangers. There could not be a case 
go obscure that the investigations of the Irish 
Government would have failed to reach. He 
was certainly prepared to state in the most 
emphatic way that there could not be such 
cases as those that Deputy Figgis mentioned. 

Mr. Sears (Mayo South and Roscommon 
South) expressed satisfaction at the release 
of the Connaught Rangers, and said that, to 
his mind, it indicated mora than anything 
within the last twelve months the change of 
British feeling towards this country. He 
thought that it betokened a very good spirit, 
and he would have great pleasure in support- 
ing the bill on that account. The release of 
the Connaught Rangers would be received with 
great pleasure all over the country. 


GRACIOUS ACT. 


The President said that, if his estimate were 
correct, the officers and men in the service of 
the British Government had a larger number 
of casualties and sustained a larger number of 
deaths in the struggle than was sustained by 
the Irish, and they held a very much larger 
number of prisoners. 

He thought that the disciplinary action that 
would be taken by the Irish side against per- 
sons charged in the same way as were the 
Connaught Rangers would be much severer, 
so that, so far as they were concerned, and 
from their point of view, the action of the 
British authorities in releasimg these prisoners 
Was @ gracious act. 

This ill that the Government was putting 
forward was in effect what members there had 
urged tham to secure for the Connaught 
Rangers and others like them, and it would 
be unfortunate if they would not now consent 
on their sidé to give what was being asked in 
that bill: that was, a free pardon to prisoners 
who were engaged, or who assisted the British, 
in the struggle that had gone on during the 
last few yéars. 

It was not a case of asking for an amnesty 
ior prisonegs who had been guilty of criminal 
acts—that was to say, it was the legal side, 
the side in which the individual himself would 
be made responsible for an action at law rather 
than a criminal proceeding; and nothing was 
given away in this Amnesty Act which de- 
prived a person of any rights he had before 
the passing of the Act. In other words, if a 
man suffered a loss of property his rights 
were not interefered with by the passing of 
that Amnesty Bill. . 

The Government was not removing from 
such men the right to secure compensation for 
loss sustained; and any persons guilty of 
criminal acts—if they were criminal acts— 
were not given absolution by the passing of 
that gs é Bill. 


The second reading of the bill was passed. 


DEBATE ON ADDRESS. 
RELIEF OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The debate on the Address by the Governor- 
General was resumed on the amendment of 
Mr. Johnson (Lab., Dublin County) as fel- 
lows :— 

To omit after the word “ Dail” (line 1), 
and to insert—regrets that the policy of the 
Executive Council transmitted through the 
rovernor-General should consist in deferring 
to an indefinite future any attempt to remedy 
social and economic difficulties of the people, 
especially the evils arising from widespread 
unemployment; and also. regrets that no in- 
dication has been given of the intentions of 
the Executive Council respecting the recom- 
mendetjons of the Commission on Irish Rail- 
ways. 
Mr. T. Nagle (Lab., Cork County) said that 
Deputy Gorey had given as one of the reasons 
of the high cost of building that the output, 
especialiv of the bricklayers, was small, and 

eople were not inclined to invest money in 
yuilding. Mr. Lloyd George had made a 
similar charge against the English bricklayers 
and accused them of a lesser output than the 
Germans and ‘Belgians. 

He would like to state for the honour of 
the Irish building trade that his men were 
magnificent, ang that they were doing as 
much work vey did in pre-war days, and 
that there were good reasons for the slackness 
during the war. i 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that, he 
was not a profound economist. He could 
make an admission now that he could not 
make when he was Minister of Economic 
Affairs. He had tried to look the fact of the 
unemployment, so rife in this country, in the 
eve, and he had tried according to his own 
lights, or twilights, to see the remedy. When 
an amendment of this kind was put up—he 
did not suppose that it was specifically de- 
vised-to do it—it had the effect of presenting 
the Government as if it were the Government 
of a class, of a section, and as if it had as 
its primary consideration the interests of a 


class or section. 


NO SECTIONAL BRIEF. 


Now. that was not accurate. Individually 
or collectively they had no brief for a section 
of the citizens of this country, but, on the 
contrary, their antecedents and traditions and 
sympathies would rather lie with the under 
Ao than the upper dog. ‘ah 

The prime necessity to meet the unemploy- 
ment question was order in the country, @ 
cessation from outrage by the men, or com- 
bination of men, that cut the roads and the 
railways of the country. It was scarcely a 
figure of speech to say that they were cutting 
the throats of the country, the poor people in 
the country, and the throats of the manual 
workers of the country. . 

Jf reason could prevail with the people who 
were doing that they probably would have 
stopped it jong ago. Reason ha failed to pre- 
vail, and so the people who had a mandate 
had to preserve this country, preserve the 
lives of its inhabitants, and give them scope 
and an opportunity for order and develop- 
ment—had had to resort to force to stop deeds 
of that kind, and the warfare generally on the 
resources and material wealth of the country. 

They were ill-fitted at the commencement 
to face a situation of that kind, but the im- 
provement had been gradual; they were get- 
ting forward towards their objective, and the 
prime necessity of peace and order in the coun- 

seemed in sight. 

This country wes yg “ov _and under- 
populated. y had a population of a little 
over four millions, while the country could 
bear a population of five times that, There 
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ought not, to be unemployment in this coun- 
try, and if the Administration responsible to 
the people got a chance there would be no 
unemployment, 

‘If the Government, spending the revenues 
of the country in the country were under 
way there co not be a serious unemploy- 
ment question. It was not humanity to say 
that people existed to be slaughtered for one 
particular kind of machinery rather than an-> 
other kind of machinery. Their struggle 
against the British Government was to put 
them out of the country in order that the re- 
presentatives of the citizens of this country 
might have an opportunity of functioning. 

f the State, such as it was, was 
enough for the people that was the thing that 
mattered ; even if it was not good enough for 
the people, it was the latter’s right to say that 
it was not so bad that they should squander 
their blood to obtain another State. 


ONE THING NEEDFUL. 


What was wanted in the country was real 
order. He did not mean merely the cessation 
of robberies, the burning of babies or shooting 
and sniping, but a situation in which the 
people would realise that the State existed 
tor all, and the remedy was in their own 
hands to remedy anything that needed remedy- 
ing. 

When there was order, when there. was 
peace, then there would be development; but 
there could be neither development nor enter- 
prise until there ‘was security. On this ques- 
tion of security, without intending to be cop- 
troversial, he would ask whether organised 
Labour was helping to create security. He 
did not find evidence in their propaganada or 
literature. 

Men would not put money into enterprises 
unless they saw a reasonable prospect of 
getting a return. Men did not work for 
philanthropic motives; they worked for their 
own ultimate good. Men did not enter into 
business enterprises from any other motives 
than the motives which induced men to work. 

Farmers, when they broke land and sowed 
corn or other crops, only did so because they 
expected to derive benefits. The lack of 
security killed enterprise, or created an un- 
healthy atmosphere in which enterprise died, 
and then they had unemployment. 

If he were to take from a certain Labour 
journal the. general tone of Labour’s outlook 
in the country, and were a farmer, he would 
hesitate much before he broke his land, for 
he would question whether he would reap 
what he sowed. 

It seemed to him that what they wanted 
most was a more brotherly outlook, a more 
kindly feeling among all ranks, in order to 
have that atm@pphere which would make for 
security and, Once and for ever, end unem- 
ployment. 


UNREAL DEBATE. 


Professor Magennis said that there was 
sométhing unreal about the debate, not from 
the points of view expressed. by those who 
had spoken, but because of the general situa- 
tion of the country. They were told that 
until there was security of investments capital 
weuld not be spent in the country. It should 
be realised that they were in a state of war, 
or, rather, revolutiqn. 

As late as the previous evening they were 
asked to adopt emergency measures, and to 
apply the taxation of the country for losses 
on the railways, which were a private enter- 
prise. While that state of things existed, it 
was useless to discuss legislative programmes 
for reform. In any case, they were looking 
forward to a fresh election, é which they 
could put an end to disorder, and he did 
not, think it reasonable to complain of the 
Government, not, putting forward programmes 
of laws and measures at that, time. 

He was sorry that the Minister of Finance 
had not dealt with a positive evil, of which 
they were all aware. There was.no lack of 
money in the country, but it was not being 
employed in the most fruitful way. It was 
deposited in banks, and by this means the 
Minister was cheated out of large amounts 
in income tax. It was not being ipvested in 
Irish enterprise at the moment. 

As regarded the lack of building materials 
and of housing, he knew that the equivalent 
of Portland cement could be obtained: in Ire 
land if the money were available for its de- 
velopment. Schemes like that would relieve 
unemployment. 


PLAUSIBLE EXCUSE, 


Alderman Wm. O’Brien said that they 
naturally expected to hear what was tuld 
them about the impossibility of doing any 
thing under the present conditions. It might 
appear a fairly plausible excuse, but the 
Government could hardly afford to take up that 
attitude. Why should they be called upon to 
dea] with unemployment’ 

There was a time when there was no vn- 
employment. Unemployment was the -esult 
of the present industrial system in that and 
other countries with its expert machinery and 
mass production, 

Instead of making people better off the in- 
creased productivity as a result of machinery 
and inventions had only impoverished the 
great mass of mankind. If the Government 
asked them did they expect them to do some- 
thing, they answered “Yes.” They expected 
them to make an original contribution to the 
problem. 

The ideal his party had of Ireland was a 
country where there was no extreme of wealth 
or of poverty, and that was a question to 
which they would like the Ministers to set 
their minds. : 

Professor Whelehan said that he very much 
regretted that anyone at al] in that Hoase 
should have referred to ‘‘ class,” because he 
took it that that Dail, at any rate, had the 
interest of the whole nation at heart, the 
interest of all the people. (Hear, hear.) 

He was one who held that the wage-earner, 
the worker, had certainly a right to an 
honest dav’s wage for his work. but he held 
equally that the worker owed an . honest 
day’s work to the man who paid him an 
honest day’s wages. 

Deputy Johnson (said the Professor) had re- 
gretted that the policy of the Executive 
Council “‘should consist in deferring to an 
indefinite future any attempt to remedy social 
and economic difficulties of the people.” He 
(Professor Whelehan) would like to know in 
the first place who were they to understand 
by “the people ’’ of Ireland: 

From what he had been listening to he was 
more or less driven to the conclusion that 
the mover of that amendment meant by tre 
people of Ireland a certain section of the 
people of Ireland. He would like to now 
uid Deputy Johnson mean the whole people 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land, or did he mean organised Jabour ,lone. 

He (Protessor Whelehan) held that «hen 
they spoke of the people of Iewland they neant 
the people who were forced to live on the 
rocks ot Connemara (Mr. Johnson—dHear, 
hear), or in tke valleys, or on the bleak moun- 
tain sides of Mayo, Kerry and Donegal. 


UNECONOMIC HOLDINGS. 


Proceeding. Professor’ Whelehan gave sta- 
tistics as to the number of uneconomic agri- 
cultural holdings in Connemara, Mayo, Done- 
gal, Cork, and Kerry. In Connaught there 
were 44,549 holdings with a valuation of less 
than £4, and 43,140 with a valuation between 
£4 and £10. In all Ireland there were 161,096 
valued under £4, and 147,710 valued between 
£4 and £10. 

The Government had proposed a scheme to 
relieve those conditions. It was a big scheme, 
and required courage on the part of the Go- 
vernment, and he suggested that Deputy 
Johnson was altogether inaccurate when he 
said there was_no indication of any attempt 
to remedy the social and economic condition 
of the people —if Deputy Johnson held that 
these were the people of Ireland, as he was 
sure he would hold that. 

On the previous day a Deputy had given 
them returns for certain organised labour 
showing that 49s. 6d. per week was paid to 
railway workers, 45s. 6d. for porters, and for 
foreman porters 62s., and to the Dublin, post- 
men 75s. He did not say that was a wage 
those people ought not to save. If the enono- 
mic condition of the country permitted, thev 
certainly ought iú have a higher wage, but 
he would remind Deputy Johnson that tens 
of thousands of the people on these agricul- 
tural holdings .in Connaught, Donegal, Cork, 
and Kerry had not 75s. per month to Itve on. 

The amendment was then put, and declared 
by the Chairman to be lost. 

Mr. Johnson asked for a division, and this 
resulted as follows :—

EDUCATION. 
URGENT NEED OF REFORMS. 


Mr. O'Connell (Galway) moved an amend- 
ment regretting that the programme of legis-

had taken place in the Dail, that this would 
be one of the first subjects attacked, 

The first great necessity was to prevent the 
uneconomic working of the various systems 
of education, and if they were to prevent need- 
less over-lapping, and waste of energy, effort 
and money, they should unify or bring under 
one control all the Departments of the State 
which deal with education. In primary educd- 
tion at present they were simply carrying on, 
and did not know exactly where they were in 
the matter or what their exact legal position 


was. 

They did not know what. the position was 
m regard to the Commissioners of: National 
Education. He believed it was essential that 
their position should be regularised at the 
earliest possible opportunity, for at present 
there was no educational codé: the code in 
existence was, he believed, five or six years 
old, and all the regulations, or most of them, 
were obsolete. 


NO SECONDARY SYSTEM. 


There waz really no system of secondary 
education in this country, and rm was not 
correct to speak of a secondary education 
system. That, surely, was admitted. Then 
technical education was administered by the 
Department of Agriculture, and he thought 
that it was necessary that this branch of 
education should be taken from the control of 
the Department of Agriculture and put under 
the contro! of the Ministry of Education. 

He believed that the village school should 
provide sufficient education for a boy or girl 
up to the age of 16, 17, or 18 years of age. 
That did not necessarily mean that education 
should be compulsory up to that age, or that 
every little school should provide these privi- 
leges. 

‘Another phase of the education question 
that he would like to see tackled was the ques- 
tion of administration. He believed they had 
had too much centralisation in the past. 
Everything had been done for headquarters in 
Dublin, and while, in some respects, national 
control was. necessary, there were many 
aspects in which the local people should be 
brought into much more direct touch. 

Professor Magennis, in seconding the 
amendment, said that there was an entire 
absence of anything in Ireland that was en- 
titled to be valled a system of education. 
(Hear, hear), There was no co-ordination, 
no point of contact between primary educa- 
tion, secondary education, and university 
education, except what was constituted in 
his own person. He was a member of the 
National Board of Education, a member of 
the Intermediate Board, and a member 
of the Senate of the National University. 
His objection to national education was that 
ib was not merely national, but denationalis- 
ing. Jt was no education at all. 


THE UNIVERSITIES. 

If they were to make a Gaelic State—to 
reconstruct Irish civilisation—it must be 
through the universities. The universities 
bore the same relation to primary education 
as the brain and nerves bore to the other 
organs of the 

Those who had given close attention to 
educational matters were well aware that the 
teacher of primary education must be some- 
thing more than a mere retailer of informa- 
tion, which other men had achieved, if he 
was to influence education in the better sense 
of the word education. 

The object of education was to make men— 
to make real men. With a proper system 
of education, such problems as the housing 
question, the drink question, unemployment, 
and the duties of citizenship would not be 
such terrible things. 

What had been done for universities in 
Ireland had been done grudgingly. He 
spoke for the National University. After 
more than half a century of continuous pro- 
paganda and agitation at last the University 
was created The funds provided were 
wholly insufficient, and Mr. Birrell admitted 
that privately. But they were told that on 
account of political exigencies more could not 
be granted. They were told, however, that 
they were to work on,,and when they pro- 
duced results they could make an appeal to 
the British House of Commons. 

“And now,” he proceeded, “‘when we 
stand in our own legislature we are told we 
are not plunderers of the public purse.” 


CO-ORDINATION. 

Professor Thrift (Dublin University) said 
that he felt the urgency of this matter as 
much as the other Deputies who had spoken. 
He hoped that when the Government came to 
deal with it that they would bring forward a 
really comprehensive scheme, argued out in 
al) its details. Professor Magennis had 
spoken from the point of view of one of the 
newer universities, and the supported what 
he said, and would urge at the same time that 
even the older universities were in the same 
position. : 

The experience of the past few years 
showed that they could not be maintained on 
the old footing, and that there was great 
need for further development if they were 
to fill their proper position in the country. 
He haped that the Government, at the 
earliest possible moment, would deal with 
this question in the most comprehensive way 
so as to co-ordinate primary, secondary, and 
university education, in order to meet the 
needs of the country. 

When the Government came to deal with 
this problem, which they would have to do 
if the country was to have its requirements 
fulfilled, he hoped that they would deal with 


it with a breadth of view which would fully | 


meet the requirements of the time. i 

He did not think that the Government, 
with its heavy responsibilities, had time to 
consider such a far-reaching scheme; but as 
soon as they were in a position to do so he 
was sure that they would set about it with 
a sense of the fact that it was one of the 
most important problems which the country 
had to face at the present time. 

Mr. E. H. Alton (Dublin University) said 
that the question was so vast and thorny that 
he was almost afraid to approach it. The 
deputy who had proposed the amendment 
covered a wide sweep, and Professor Magennis 
impressed. upon them the importance and 
value of education, which was, of course, , 
bevord all question. 

It was a truism to say that it should be 
the firat-consideration of the State that the 
svstem of education for the country as a 
whole should be rightly planned and con- 
structed, for the bulwark of any State was 
its system of education. 


ALARMING SITUATION. 


He feared that the situation to-day 
appeared to be very alarming, as the educa- 
tiona] system was the result of a compromise 
by which it was shaped and mishaped to meet 
the exigencies of the moment. ‘he task of 
clearing away the old lumber would, he was 
sure, have the sympathy of the new Minister, 
dnd he would rear up a structure suitable for 
the present and future needs of this nation. 

So many ideas had heen expressed that he 
was afraid to go into details, but he thought 
that Deputy O’Connell’s idea that secondary 
education might be fused into primary educa- 
tion was a fruitful one. (Hear, hear.) 

He thought that it was a great pity that 
those who drew up the draft of the Governor- 
General’s speech did not think it desirable to 
make some reference to education, but he 
knew that the Government, and certainly. the 
Minister of Education, had the true interest of 
education at heart. 

They were fortunate that their Minister 
of Education was not only an Irishman, but 
a man of vision. 

Mr. T. Johnson (Dublin County) said that 
there had been a good many suggestions and 
very wide discussion upon this subject. It 
was quite evident that there was much that 
was bad in the present system. It seemed to 
him that they could obtain a very excellent 
Advisory Committee to tackle this problem 
from the deputies who had: spoken on the 
subject with others to aid the Minister of 
Education. 

They should regard primary education as 
purely preparatory, and he hoped that in the 
consideration of the new scheme something 
would be done on the lines of the Danish 


high schools, whose work in recent years |- 


had been very fruitful. 
MINISTER’S SPEECH. 
LEGISLATION FORESHADOWED 


The Minister of Education (Mr. Moghas 
said that the programme put before the 

dealt with matters intended to be brought 
before them without delay. In listening to 
the discussion. he had been very much im- 
pressed by its sense of reality, and that was 
that the representatives of Ireland assembled 


wished that the deputies would ase 
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their powers of persuasion with the people | 


of Ireland, because they could not Le expected 
te realise such a great and unexpected change, 
and the great responsibility which this power 
had cast upon them. 

He thought that the action of the State in 
a matter of that kind should be, as far as 
possible, in response to the feeling and de- 
mand of the people, otherwise they would not 
reap all the fruit expected of it. He would 
ask all the deputies to do what they could to 
rouse up the people whom’ they represented 
to the reality and importance of education. 


ANCIENT TIMES. 


One deputy referred to what the people of 
Ireland did in ancient times, which was partly 
correct. The ancient Irish apnreciated learn- 
ing as an element in social dignity. That 
learning was not provided by the State, and 
its extraordinary developments were not due 
to State influence or control. 

One could recognise that the legislative pro- 
gramme placed before the House was intended 
to make the necessary provision for bringing 
under national control the whole public ad- 
ministration. So far as education was a 
matter of Government control, it might be 
expected that it would be provided for in the 
present programme. Although the word 
education did not appear on the programme, 
they would find it was not unprovided for. 

There was a bill to be introduced which 
would deal with the Department of Educa- 
tion, arid to say any more about it would be 
to anticipate its provisions. 

When the last estimates were before the 
House there was not a single surgestion that 
the grant for education should be increased. 
The scope of the Ministry of Education would 
be defined, and he would seek advice from 
those most competent to give it, from persons 
of experience, and from those having a desire 
to see reform in Irish education. 

When the scheme was brought forward the 
members of the Dail would be free to criticise 
it. He did not propose the creation of an- 
other commission or anything of that kind. 

A great deal of inquiry had been made, 
and the results were available for the proper 
means of giving effect to this resolution and 
forming legislative proposals. While he did 
not intend to announce the names of a com- 
mission or anvthing of that kind to the Dail, 
it would be his endeavour to get the soundest 
advice on constructive proposals that could be 

ot. 
, A eat deal of administrative work had 
taken place, and by and by they would settle 
down inte a much more reachable way of 
doing things. 


IRISH LANGUAGE. 

The position of the Irish language in the 
schools was steadily improving. Many schools, 
one after another, which had not taken up 
Irish, were taking it up now, and the number 
of schools in which Irish was taught was in- 
creasing, and he could say with confidence 
that the quality of the teaching was improv- 
ing. 

Tt was obvious that the next few years 
would be a time of great and critical import- 
ance with regard to the Irish language in the 
schools.: That they had all before them. The 
provisions already made for the teaching of 
Irish in the schools and for the training of 
teachers would be maintained, with, he 
trusted, the support of that assembly and of 
the people. : 

A new development must arise, and would 
arise, without the necessity for any special 
legislation. It followed naturally from one of 
the articles of the Constitution which dealt 
with the language, and that was that in future 
Civil Service examinations in Ireland the Irish 
language would be a standard subject. 

Those who. were familiar with the general 
course of education in this country knew what 
the influence of the examinations of the 
British Civil Service had been in education. 
The Civil Service programme went into the 
country districts, And, if its influence in the 
schools would be in the future what it had 
been in the past, he looked to it as one of the 
most effective means of giving the Irish 
language a position of advantage in the 
schools. 

For his part, he did not see why there 
should be any dividing line between the 
primary and secondary education departments. 
The division seemed to him to be purely arti- 
ficial, and if fusion were possible he thought 
they should aim at it. Such fusion would be 
altogether desirable. 

The Universities were different: they were 
autonomous bodies, and he thought it was best 
that they should be autonomous bodies. He 
thought the University members present would 
agree with him when he said that autonomous 
education was better than State-made educa- 
tion. 

Mr. O'Connell said that, while the statement 
of the Minister for Education was not 
altogether satisfactory, it did clear up some 

ints of doubt, and some progress had been 
indicated. He proposed, in view of what the 
Minister had said, not to press his amend- 
ment, and he asked leave of the House to 
withdraw it. 

THe House agreed, and the amendment was 
withdrawn, 


LAND BILL. E 


Mr. W. Sears (Mayo South and Roscommon 
South) formally moved his amendment to the 
motion on the Governor-General’s address, 
regretting that no indication was being 
afforded of the scope of the Land Bill, the 
necessity for which has been so frequently 
expressed by the Government. 

Mr. W. L. Cole (Cavan) formally seconded 
the amendment. 

A discussion on the amendment was not 
proceeded with, and the House adjourned until 
to-day. 


NEW MEASURES. 


THE AMNESTY BILL. 


The Amnesty (British Ministry) Bill pro- 
vides that no action or legal proceeding shall 
be instituted in respect of any act done after 
the 25rd April, 1916, by any person who held 
any office under the British Crown in any 
capacity, provided such act was done in good 
faith in the execution of the duty of the per- 
son doing the act or thing, or in the execu- 
tion of any authority conferred on such per- 
gon, or was in good faith purported to be 
done for the defence of the then existing form 
of Government in Ireland, or for the public 
safety or otherwise in the public interest. 

If any action or proceeding of the kind was 
instituted before the passing of fhis Act, and 
is now pending, the same shall be discharged 
and made void, subject to such order as to 
costs as the judge shall think fit to make. 

Petition of Right shall be deemed to be a 
legal proceeding, but not so a claim under 
the Crimina] Injuries Act. 

The certificate of the British Secretary of 
State certifying any of the matters or acts 
done were done while in the employment 
of the British Government shall be con- 
clusive evidence of the matters so certified, 
and nothing in the Act shall prejudice or 
affect any final judgment given before the 
passing of the Act. 


AUDITOR-GENERAL BILL. 


This Bill, which was circulated last even- 
ing, points out that it is provided by Article 
62 of the Constitution that Dail Eireann shall 
appoint a Comptroller and Auditor-General 
to act on behalf of the State, and that he 
shall control all disbursements, and shall 
audit all accounts of moneys administered by, 
or under the authority of, the Oireachtas, and 
shall report to Dail Eireann at stated periods 
to be determined by law. 

The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall 
not be removed except for stated misbe- 
haviours or incapacity on resolutions passed 
by the Dail and the Senate, and, subject to 
that provision, the terms and conditions of the 
tenure of the office, shall be fixed by law, and 
he shall not be a member of the Oireachtas, 
and shall not hold any other office or position 
of emolument. 

The salary is to be £1,500 per annum, and 
the pension shall be equal to one-half of the 
salary to which he shall be entitled immedi- 
ately before he ceased to hold such office, if 
he shal] have held office for a period of not 
less than fifteen years, and equal to two- 
thirds of his salary if he shall have held the 
office for a period not less than twenty years. 
No euch petision shall be paid to the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General unless he be 60 
years of age at least, or be afflicted with some 
permanent infirmity disabling him from the 
due execution of his office. He shall retire 
from office upon his attaining the age of 70 

ears. - 

The Minister of Finance shall from time to 
time appoint the officers, clerks, and other 
persons in the department of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General, and regulate the num- 
bers, salaries, and conditions of employment 
of the respective grades. 

The Comptroller and Auditor-General shall 
regulate the business of his department, and 
the principal officer may act for him in cer- 
tain cases.

WONDERS OF THE HEAVENS.—A 
lantern lecture on ‘‘ Nebulae and Star 
Clusters’’ was delivered by the Rev. W. F. 
A. Ellison in the College, of Surgeons, St. 
Stepnen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday. The 
lecturer dealt with the appearance of nebulae, 
i.c., masses of luminous vapour, in the 
heavens, which had often been mistaken for 
star clusters. Nebulae, he said, were of 
three sorts—diffused, planetary, and spiral. 
Of the three the diffused type was the most 
interesting, as they were of no fixed design 
or shape, and did not limit their position in 
the heavens to any set region, but were 
strewn all over the firmament.

The linen trade in Lurgan had 


gone through—; and, indeed, was passing 
throngh—one of the gravest crises in its 
history, and it was to be hoped that it 


would be a long time before such a serious 
situation: would arise again. The industry 
had probably reached its lowest level. The 
depression, which it was hoped was now úear- 

ing an end, had ‘continued since the middle of 
1920. The trade should now show a decided 
‘revival for two distinct reasons. One was that 
all aeroplane stocks were exhausted, and the 
total amount of stocks of cambrics and sheers in 
the world’s markets were totally insufficient 
for trade requirements. The other reason was 
that the people overseas who largely used our 

products had got rid of their stocks bought 
when high prices ruled, and all opinion tended 
to show that overseas stocks were now very 
small; and for these reasons there was every 
prospect that trade during the coming year 
would show a marked improvement. 

Another factor was that linen, which up 
to the present was relatively dearer than 
other textiles, had now reached a price at 
which it could compete with other fabrics, 
and owing to the high price of cotton goods, 

which were its chief competitors, linen was 
becoming more popular every day. 
As regards the American tariff, it would 
not unfavourably affect this district. It was 
more likely tq increase the production of 
linen used in the manufacture of handke: 

chiefs, and there would be an _ increased 
demand \bn the looms in that respect, provid- 
ing material for the making-up firms in the 
States. Therefore, unless something un 
foreseen occurred, there was every likelihood 
of increased employment for the workers and 
an improved standard of living all round.

COTTON DEVELOPMENT IN 
EGYPT. 


A BIG SUDAN PROJECT. 
Reuters Agency states that, in view of 
the threatened shortage in the supply of 
cotton with which the textile industry of 
Great Britain is faced, much interest attaches 
to the seheme, now on foot for the development 
of the cotton growing areas in the Sudan. 
The British Government has guaranteed a loan 
for the extension of the Sudan railways to 
Kassala, in Eastern Sudan, a - distance of 
about 217 miles. This line will be opened in 
the spring of 1925, and will permit not only 
of a wide expansion of the cotton growing 
area in the fertile region of the River Gash 
Delta, but will open up Eastern Sudan for 
the export of cereals, cattle, etc. Owing to 
the lack of railway transport this rich district 
has been hitherto entirely undeveloped. It is 
anticipated that within a few years after the 


opening of the new railway it will be ible 
to grow as much as 100,000 acres cotton 
each year, yielding about 40,000 bales of 
cotton. 


A loan is also to be raised for the irrigation 
and development of a large cotton growing 
area in the Geziera district, south of Khar. 
toum. The area to be dev eloped is 300,000 
acres, of which 100,000 acres will be under 
cotton every year. The necessary work should 
be accomplished in time for the planting of 
the cotton crop in 1925. The area is expected 
to produce about 70,000 bales of long staple 
Egyptian cotton annually. scheme is 
capable of vast development, there being 
5,000,000 acres in the Gezeira district suitable 
for growing cotton.
